LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 111

Introduced by Pahls, 31;

PURPOSE: The purpose of this resolution is to study issues
regarding the provisions of the Burial Pre-Need Sale Act, Neb.
Rev. Stat. sections 12-1101 to 12-1121, to determine whether the
interests of pre-need purchasers are adequately safeguarded by
the act. In order to carry out the purpose of this resolution,
the committee should seek and consider as it deems necessary and
beneficial the input of interested persons and should request the
assistance of the Department of Insurance in the compilation and
analysis of pertinent data and information from relevant sources.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDREDTH LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, FIRST SESSION:

1. That the Banking, Commerce and Insurance Committee of
the Legislature shall be designated to conduct an interim study to
carry out the purposes of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of
its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
